Hussein was accustomed to 
whisper this perilous idea—peril- 
ous for his position as king—in 
the ears of any willing Western 
Ustener during his trips ‘abroad 
since 1967. Now that he has 
broken the main military 
strength of the terrorist organi- 
zations in Jordan he can afford 
to say it even in Ammen, parti- 
eularly a week or more after 
Ez 8. President Sadat had al- 
ready taken the initiative in this 
direction,

He has incidentally disproved 
the long-cherished theory that

He has 
thereby also served to make it 
crystal clear that the peace of- 
fers have come solely and ex- 
clusively as a result of the de 
sire to see the return of the ter- 
ritory lost in 1967. Lebanon the 
peaceful made no attack, suffered 
ho counter-attack, lost no terri- 
tory and can hang back to see 
how the peace deals work’ out, 
and what there might possibly 
be in it for them. 


Tt should serve also to con- 
vince those, inside Israel as well 
as outside, that it is only the 
toughtness with which the Gov- 
ernment has refused to make any 
move at all from the cease-fire 
lines that has suceeded finally in

Egypt and Jordan press U.N.

The two ambassadors reiterated 
that Israel was defying Security 
Council resolutions requesting Israel 
not to change the status of the 
Old City.

IRAN LAW GIVES 


DEATH TO HIJACKERS 


TEHERAN (AP). — The Iranian 
Parlament yesterday gave its final 
ratification to a bill which calls 
for execution dy firing squad of any 
hijacker who damages ἃ plane or 
causes ‘the death of any passenger 
or crewman. 

The new law provides for three 
to 15 years" imprisonment for any- 
one who hijacks any plane, if 
caught here. During the last nine 
months, three Iranian planes have 
been hijacked to Baghdad, 


WASHINGTON. — U.S. Secretary 
of Defence Melvin Laird yesterday 
predicted “tougher fighting” for the 
South Vietnamese and said there 
might be a new battle in Cambo- 
dia in the next two weeks in addi- 
‘tton to the Laos operation.

Superfluous bureaucrats 


retrained in Russia - 
MOSCOW (AP). — The Soviet Union which prides itself on zero- 


unemployment even if it means widespread featherbedding, has 
introduced a form of unemployment insurance for out-of-work bu- 


reaucrats. 

The February issue of the jour- 
nal, “Questions of Economics,” re- 
vealed that surplus bureaucrats in 
many industrial enterprises are 
being given monetary compensation 
for no longer than three months 
while they are being trained for 
other jobs. 

Unemployment is non-existent in 
a planned economy, the Soviets say, 
but in the past few years they have 
been trying ‘to cope with a surplus 
of lower-level managers, particular; 
in more highly developed European 
Russia. They have been paring the 
ieee pet staffs of many enter- 


prises to cut costs acta increase ‘ef- 
ficiency. 
But the journal — published by 


the Economics Tnstitute of the Aca- 
demy of Sciences — noted that 
“the question arises of working out 
‘a system of materfal insurance for 
office staff laid off from factories 
in connection with technical prog- 


To deal with the problem, the 
journal noted, “the U.S.S.R. Coun- 
cil of Ministers passed a decree on 
February 27, 1970, which envisages 
the “maintenance (for a period of 
not’ more than three months) of the 
average wage of these workers 
during retraining for new produc- 
tive professions.”

yaa Aswen High Dam, Egypt's 

symbol of national pride, was of- 
ficlally opened last month by Pre- 
sident Podgorny of Russia and Pre- 


sident Sadat of Egypt. It has cost © 


8. thousand million dollars, and de- 
spite massive Russian aid has left 
Egypt deeply in debt. 

For almost two decades the gran- 
diose plans for the dam have been 
a keystone of Middle Hast political 
alignments. Squabbles over its fin- 
ancing were 2 prime cause of Nas- 
ser's nationalisation of the Suez 
Canal and the ensuing war. 

{t was expected of the dam that 
it would conserve and control the 
life-giving waters of the Nile, that 
Its hydro-electric power would pro- 
voke rapid industriglisation, end 
that it would quickly pay for it- 
self. These hopes are proving wildly 
over-optimistic and other grave 
drawbacks are becoming apparent. 
The question is now; was it all 
@ monumental miscalculation? - 

Built without ¢luices, the dam is 
retaining all of the Nile’s silt in 
the man-made Lake Nasser behind 
it. The clear water coming through 
the turbines is scouring the riverbed, 
undermining dams and bridges, and 
eroding the Delta coastline. It lacks 
the organic matter and natural fer- 
tilisers that made the Nile Valley 
the richest farmland on earth. 

Spreading bilharzia 

‘New irrigation canals are spread- 
ing the endemic bilharzia disease, 
a debilitating intestinal and urinary 
infection. Worst of al, Lekke Nas- 
ser is losing twice as much as had 
been expected in evaporation and 
underground seepage. 

ive thousand years ago the peo- 
ple of the Nile Valley used to 
throw a virgin into the river every 
August to appease Hapi, god of 
the flood, whose miraculous brown 
waters renewed their parched soil 
year after year. Each summer the 
swollen waters started on their 
course from the African highlands 
4,000 miles away and swept down 
to sea with 180m. tons of the rich 
volcanic matter that has made the 
Nile Valley the agricultural marvel 
that Ἡ is. 

Now ‘there will never be another 
flood in Egypt. The flood water 
runs into Lake Nasser and there 
the sediment sinks. Six hundred 
miles downstream the water flows 
so clear that you may stand on 
a balcony of the Hotel Semiramis 
in Cairo and see through to the 
river’s sandy bottom. Any Egyptian, 
clutching at your arm to show you 
this, will unfailingly add: “Terrify- 
ing, isn't it?” 

It is, The Nile is the sole source 
of life in Egypt, and its annual 
flood was one of nature's exquisite- 
ly-balanced wonders. Sometimes ἐξ 
brought too much water, engulfing 
villages, or else too little: and even 
in normal years about 30,000 tons 
flowed unused out to sea. 

But the water wasn’t wasted. 
Every drop laden with sediment that 
emptied into the Mediterranean 


ing marine life and maintained the 
exact balance of salinity needed: 
and every year the sediment added 
a little more to the Delta land it 
bad formed in the first place. 
Before reaching the sea the flood 
waters had three indispensable func- 
tions. They flushed away soil salts 
that would otherwise choke the

The aquatic food chain has been 
broken in the eastern Mediterranean 
along a continental shelf 12 miles 
wide and 600 miles long. The lack 
of Nile sediment has reduced plank- 
ton and organic canbons to a third 
of what they used to be, efther kil- 
ling the sardines, mackerel and 
crustaceans in the area or driving 
them away. As a result 30,000 
Egyptian fishermen have lost their 
livelihood. The 18,000 tons of sar- 
dines they used to bring in each 
year, a fifth of the national fish 
catch, have disappeared. 


Salinity rising __ 

At the same time salinity is 
rising in the eastern Mediterranean 
as Red Sea waters pour’ the 
Suez Canal without the sweet Nile 
floodwaters to counteract them. No- 
body yet kmows what effect such 
profound aud irreversible change 
may have on the remaining plant 
and. animal life. 

Erosion is eating into the .Delta 
coastline, exposed now to the full 
force of marine currents, Some 
perts of, the coast are receding 
Several yards a year. Alexandrie, 
Egypt’s second largest city, is 
threatened, and a projected port to 
be built by the Russians at the 
mouth of the Nile’s Damiettal branch 
has been abandoned, reportedly for 
the game redson. Seawater is seep- 
ing beneath the crumbling dunes 
into many ponds and at least two 
sweetwater lakes, endangering fish, 
Hvestock, and outlying farms under 
irrigation. 

The silt-free water has also 
carried off part of the riverbed's 
surface. This scouring process, is 
undernalning three old barrier-dams 
and 560 bridges built since 1952, To 
slow the current and #0 prevent 
their coflapse, the Ministry of. the 
High Dam hag announced a plan to 
‘build 10 barrier-dams between As- 
wan and the see.

Stunning expense 

Reclamation of desert land with 
the Dam’s waters bas been # heart- 
breaking disappointment.

But’ he knew 
from ΒΟ studies made in 1964 that 
there was less than half 85 much 
land as this which could be reclaim~- 
ed at other than astronomical cost. 
It-is impossible to be certain of how 
much has actualy deen reclaimed,

Nevertheless, the ‘known reclama- 
tion projects under Egyptian and 
foreign auspices add up to Jess than 
300,000 acres, or barely 5 per cent 
of the land already cultivated.

yet half full, Limnologists studying 
the problem at the Lake Nasser 
development centre in Aswan, try- 
ing not to look worrled, say It 
should be filling up around 1982. 
But Egypt's most authoritative lim- 
nologist, Professor Abdel Fattah 
Gohar, admits it may take 200 
years, if not more. 

Some might be tempted to hlame 
this evidently monumental error in 
caleulation on the Dom's Russian 
builders. But its West German de- 
signers were appearently unawere 
of the error. So was American 
Secretary of State John Foster Dul- 
les, who offered to finance it and 
then changed his mind for political 
reasons. Yet the probable explane- 
tlon was given before the High 
Dam was built by that same 
hydrologist, Dr. Ahmed, who there- 
upon fell into disgrace. 

Since Lake Nasser was to form 
in the hottest and dryest place on 
earth, evaporation losses were bound 
to be staggering. The Dam's plan- 
ners expected them to be an annual 
10,000m. cubic metres. AS Dr, 
Ahmed observed, however, they 
failed to take into account the 
higher wind velocity over this 
enormous expanse of water. 

This factor, he said, would raise 
the evaporation rate to 14,000m. 
eubie metres. He came astonishing- 
ly close: The Egyptian Meteorclo- 
gical Institute has just completed 
8 study showing that the rate is 
15,000m., half the amount that used 
to be “wasted” by flowing unused 
to sea. 


‘Underground seepage 


The other half, and perhaps a 
great deal more, is probably escap- 
ing underground, making its mil- 
lenial way across the. Libyan De- 
sert.’ Unaccountably, as Dr. Ahmed 
pointed out, the Dam’s planners had 
failed to allow at all for under- 
ground seepage. 

The assumption was that fine 
clay from the incoming . sediment 
would eventually seal any porous 
rock, But the sediment ‘has been 
settling mostly in the lake's deep

The one person you deal with when you want to make a 


centre, along the old niverbed, and 
the porous rock lining the new 
lake's entire 300-mlle western bank 
is the Nubian sandstone forming a 
great underground aquefer a mil- 
lion kilometres square, capable of 
absorbing endless quantities of water. 

Nobody knows bow much of lake 
Nasser’s water is escaping through 
countless fissures in this rock, or 
whether, or when, anything can 
stop it, In time, the fine clay might. 
if the fissures are large, however, 
and the escaping water finds an 
outlet to a sea, or a lake, or 8 
land depression, the seeping water 
could flow away forever. 

The result is that Egypt Is get- 
tlng 2,000m. cubic metres of water 
Jess every year than the 55,500m. 
that are its “established right" un- 
der the Nie Waters Agreement 
with the Sudan, 10,000m. less than 
the celebrated expert, Dr. H.E, 
Hurst, has sald it needs for irriga- 
tion, river transport, and the High 
Dam's turbines. 


Future lake developments 


Tt is a curious experience to visit 
the Lake Nasser Development Cen- 
tre, knowing this. There are ail 
Kinds of dedicated experts at work, 
Some ‘Egyptian, others“sent by the 
U.N. development programme, stu- 
dying the Jake, the fish, the wea- 
ther, the shoreline, the desert -be- 
yond. Scme, day, they say, we will 
be hauling in 20,000 or 20,000 tons 
of fish a year instead of the pre- 
sent 4,500, planting wonderful citrus 
here and explendid vegetables there, 
bringing 50,000° displaced Nubians 
back to new villages on the lake- 
shore. 

Not now, though, and probably 
not for decades. There are certainly 
here and splendid vegetables there, 
will be more, But few fishermen are 
likely to venture into the dieak 
wilderness. 

The surrounding land ts the hot- 
-tast on earth and almost empty of 
human life. The shores and small 
Islands swarm with wolves, scorpions 
and crocodiles in flight from the 
encroaching waters, For fear of 


them, such fishermen as there are 
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deposit or cash a check. 
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eamp day and night in their flimsy 
boats. 

There can be no new villages to 
take care of them, for nobody knows 
where Lake Nasser's shores are g0- 
ing to be until the lake is full, and 
until it does fill, there is not a drop 
of water to spare. 

But things could become much 
worse. ‘Should the food waters flow- 
ing from the highlands be low for 
several summers running, all Egypt 
would “be faced with drought and 


famine. 
Idle turbines 


Meanwhile, all but two of the 
High Dam’s 12 magnificent tur- 
bines are idle. The grids have been 
built, strung across 500 miles of 
desert to the Delta, and Cairo is ab- 
laze with light. But the whole coun- 
try cannot absorb even a third of 
the Dam's 10,000m. kilowat capacity, 
and may not for many years to 
come. 

This ts the dam on which the 
Jate President Nasser spent aver 
$1,000m., a quarter of his country’s 
annual income. He thought it would 
pay for itself in two years ‘and 
double the national income in ten, 
industrialize bis poor agricultural 
state in the same decade, water au

It ts too late to wonder whether 
something more modest might have 
taken them further in their 
eternal search for water, whether 
the Nue might have responded more 
generously if their leader had trea- 
ted it with more of his ancestors’ 
deference. He didn't, and it didn't.

‘Weeds and wonders . 


I FINALLY got around to weed- 

ing the flower beds lest week 
and as usual was amazed at the 
number of things that managed to 
grow in a plot that was, at the 
end of summer, so tidily tilled.

ECEUINTLY I attended a Chaine 
des Rotisseurs dinner at the She- 


raton Hotel, and as happens ‘at - 


these affairs everyone was full of 
praise for Mrs. Judith Zuckerman’s 
expertise that makes these meals 
such an occasion. Mrs. Zuckerman 
‘was the first Israelt woman to be 
admitted to the Chaéte (I’m the 
third), Ruth Gerstener . (ConseHler 
Gastropomique) and Chef Nikolai, 
the Conseiller Culinaire, also receiv- 
ed kudos for their help. 

The’ dishes on the menu were Is- 
raeli. Cocktall “Israelienne” (avoca-. 
dos, mushrooms, celery, artichoke 
hearts, apples, grapefruit) should 
have been blended on the spot 
though and not left too long as the 
flavours lost .their contrasts. The 
only traditional Jewish dish was 
chicken soup with kreplach. But the 
soup itself was more French in 
style with not even one golden chick- 
en fat ring in the soup bowl 
The “Gal Hahadash” (New Wave) 
chicken, by Mathilde ‘Alidlay, was 
the one that won second prize at 
the first Kitchen Queen contest. It 
was a bit altered by Chef Nikolai 
who also won the Chef's prize with 
it. A rice dish and peas with mint, 
and salads were served with It. Fi- 
nally an Orange Mousse. Demi- 
tasse came with little cakes and 
with it all a Carmel Mizrachi Rose 
‘was served. 

Instead of these recipes I have 
turned up a menu of a Chaine des 
Rotisseur dinner I had in Paris not 
too long ago. Here are the highlights. 

Fillets of Sole with Cider 

If you have not got apple cider 
then of course you can use a dry 
white wine, and if you wish you can 
add a little honey or sugar. ᾿ 
5 packages fish fillet or fresh fil- 


lets of sole or other fish, 2 or 3 
shallots (green onions if you wish) 
2 cups of cider, flour, butter, salt 
and pepper as destred, . 

Put the fish fillets into a casse- 
Tole. Season with salt and pepper 
and sprinkle on the chopped shallots 
and pour either the cider or the 
wine over them. Bake in a mode- 
rate oven for about 25 minutes un- 
til the fish is tender. Then pour 
the liquid into a small pan and add 
about 4 tablespoons of butter mixed 
with about 2 thsps. of flour. Cook 
until thickened. Garnish with chop- 
ped parsley. . 

Jerusalem. Artichoke Stew 

These are not real artichokes. 
They look like tiny potatoes, and 
you can buy them cheaply in the 
market of Old Jaffa 
1 kilo Jerusalem artichokes, 1 large 
onion, α Httle garlic if you wish, 
mixed green herbs such as parsley, 
dul, a pinch of mized spices, twhite 
wine and soup stock. Salt and pep- 
per. ; 

Slice the onfon and cook in hot 
butter until gilded. Then add the 
peeled Jerusalem artichokes, the 
herbs, garlic, spices, salt and pep- 
per. Cover with equal parts of wine 
and soup stock and simmer for 
just a few minutes until this ve- 
getable is tender. 


Salad 

Left-over beef or veal, a few cold 
cooked potatoes, a small onion, one 
or 2 hard-boiled eggs, 2 or 3 to- 
matoes, 1 lettuce, 1 teaspoon - pars- 
ley and French salad. dressing. 

Cut the meat in thin strips and 
put in the salad bowl with the slic- 
ed potatoes, onion, tomatoes and-let- 
tuce leaves. Toss in the ordinary 
way and sprinkle with chopped pars- 
ley. French dressing is a mixture 
of olive oil, lemon or wine vinegar, 
8 dash of sugar, paprika, salt and

Caneton aux Oranges 

(Roast Duckling with Oranges! 

1 duckling (about $ kilos) 2 tsps. 
salt, dash of pepper, 2 tsps. flour, 
2 tsps. sugar, 2 tsps. mild citrus 
or cider vinegar. 13 cup orange 
juice, And of % orange, 2 ‘large 
Sliced oranges. 

Rub the duckling inside and out 
with salt and pepper (and if you 
wish you can also use a bit of chicken 
soup powder along with it). Prick 
the skin of the duckling and roast 
in a very hot: oven for about 15 
minutes. Drain off thefat and prick 
the’ skin again jand roast for an- 
other 10 miautes’in a very hot 
oven. Drain once more and pour in 
about 2 cups of orange juice (or if 
you prefer it you can use water}. 
Reduce the heat to about 350F. 
Baste often with the liquid and let 
it roast until done — about 2 hours 
or a bit more. When finished re- 
move the duck from the roasting 
pan and skim the fat from the 
Bravy. Put the sugar over a low 
flame until it caramelises. Add the 
vinegar. Add a little gravy to the 
flour and mix to make a smooth 
Paste and then add this to the 
gravy in the pan. Then add the 
remaining ingredients and cook un- 
ἘΠ thick, Pour it all over the hot 
duckling. Garnish with slices of 
oranges. If you wish you can add a 
little purple-blue jam or jelly in 
the middle of each orange stice. 

Crepes Suzette 

Pancakes: 

1 cup flour, ὃ eggs, dash of salt. 
2 tsps. sugar. 1 tsp. grated orange 
rind, 1-cup muk, δ᾽ tbsps. butter. 
Sauce: 

6 suger cubes (if the local ones 
@re smal then use 12), rind of 1 
lemon, τινὰ of 1 orange, 12 cup 
orange juice, ᾿ς cup unsalted butter 
δ tbaps. sugar, 4 tbhsps.

Sift the flour into a bowl, break 
ἰδ one whole egg and add 2 egg 
yolks, 1 at a time.

Beat the egg 
whites stiff and fold them in. Chill 
for about ap hour. Fry these crepes 
in small pans —_00 more than the 
* size of a saucer. Melt a Jlttle butter 
in the pan and swirl it around. Put 
about 1 tablespoon of batter into 


the pan and tilt the pan so that:

comes out very thin. Fry until gold- 
en on one aside and then turn over 
for just a second so It won't gid 
on the other side.

Israe) has good Jaws protecting 
animals from ¢ruelty but they are 
often not enforced... only an alert 
public can ‘help to see that animals 
get the treatment that the law 
decreed they deserve. Since a num- 
ber of people have asked about 
this, the text of the Criminal Code 
Ordinance ts given below.

It shall be lawful for the 
person In charge of such hospital to 
detain the animal until it is fit for 
werk, or upon a certlfcate of ἃ, vyeteri- 
nary officer or licensed veterinary 
surgeon to destroy it. The cost of fced- 
ing and treating the animal so detained 
shall be recoverable from the owner 
thereof and in defaull, of payment the 
animal may be sold by arder of the 
Court. Where an animal Js Sestroved 
upon a certificate of a veterinary officer 
or surgeon no compensation shall be 
payable.

Sniss suffrageties continue the battle 


By Max Wilde 
GENEVA (Ofns).— 
THE victory of Switzerland's suf- 
fragettes in gaining the right 
to vote and to stand for public 
office, makes one of Europe's old- 
est democracies almost the last in 
the continent to grant universal 
suffrage. (Only the tiny principa- 
lity of Liechtenstein still preserves 
male supremacy in politics.) But 
the Swiss women’s victory is by 
no means complete. 

True, in the recent national 
referendum women gained equality, 
‘in the political sense, on the Swiss 
federal level, and all of them’ will 
be able to take part in the next 
national referendum which will take 
place on June 6 to deal with, 
among other things, an overhaul 
of federal finances and comserva- 
tion of the environment. 

But in tne individual cantons of 
the federation it Is a different story, 
and this is particularly 11 
because, apart from voting in elec- 


tions, “Swiss “citizens .are consulted: 


on all important local as well as 
federal questions by referendum. 
«In the remoter parts of German- 
speaking Switzerland there is still 


considerable opposition to granting 
equal political rights to women. In 
the cantons of Schwyz, Uri, St. Gall 
and the two half-cantonsof Appen- 
zell, the old tradition of “(Kinder 
Kirche und EKueche" “children, 
chureh and kitchen"! still prevails: 

Even in French-speaking Switzer- 
land and other more  sophisti- 
cated regions, political equality for 
women on the cantonal and com- 
munal levels {s of very recent ori- 
gin, Vaud voted for equality in 1959, 
Neuchatel later the same year, Ge- 
neva in 1960, urban Basle in 1968 
and 1970, Ticino in 1969, Lucerne 
in 1970, Zurich in the same year 
and, last week-end, Aargau, Fri- 
bourg, Schaffhausen and Zug. 

Switzerland's top  suffragette, 
Mrs, Gertrude Girard-Montet, al- 
though delighted with the result of 
the referendum which she aycribed 
to 75 years of ceaseless struggie 
on the of her movement, is 
nevertheless determined to carry it 
on until equal political rights for 
women- are granted in each and 
every canton. And although some 
male bastions still survive this may 
happen sooner than most people 
think,

The Government’s Price Review Board will take a look today at 
the bakers’ cleim that their costs have risen, and that thée-industry 


is carrying ἃ loss of ILQm.a year. _ 


‘Sales total IL200m., to which 
must be added a [iim subsidy. 
But wages went up by 10 per cent 
gross last year, and are. going up 
Dy another per cent this year, 
in precise eccordance with the 
package deal. That means a cost 
increase of IL5m., to which must 
be added fringe benefits and other 
expenses making a total rise in 
outlay during the two years of 
110.5m. 


Mr. Eliezer Landver, spokesman 
for the bakers, pointed out to The 
Jerusalem Post yesterday that im- 
Ported equipment and materfaly are 
More expensive, due to the 20 per 
cent surcharge; also the cost of 
bank credit has gone up dy half, 
since the abolition of the interest 
celling, from 11 to 16-18 per cent. 

‘The bakers received last year an 
interim increase of subsidy to the 
‘tune of 200,000 a month, which 
stil leaves IL8m. to be covered. 
Their claim is for an extra TL1tm., 
whether through higher prices or a 
bigger subsidy, “in order to yield 
us 8. profit margin of five per 
cent,” Mr, Landner explained. 

They would like it best ΕΓ the 
subsidy were discarded altogether, 
and the customers made to pay in 
full. Subsidies to the bakers and 
flour-mills together total TL25m., 
or @L40m. if the new claims are 
accepted. “Put the price of bread 
up from 33 agora a loaf to 46 ag. 
instead," he suggests. “‘That will 
save the Government 2140m., of 
which 110m. could be used for 
lower income- 
groups." 

A price increase of that order 
would push up the index: by 0.428 
per cent, say the stetisticlans. The 
Ministry of Commerce and Indus- 
try prefers to avold ‘the furore 
that would ensue, and hints that 
(after the Price Review Board has 
decided how much the bakers ought 
to receive) the subsidy will be 
boosted. 

The price of standard bread, 
white bread and halot will stay 
frozen. Other categories may go up 


(kummel! bread, rolls, etc.), though - 


they only account for 20 per cent 
of turnover. 

Asked whether productivity has 
not risen In the bakeries to offeet 
some of these cost increases, Mr. 
Gandner . declared: “The smal 
‘bakeries closed down long ago. The 
number of establishments has failen 
from over 400 in 1960 to 180 now. 
Surviving plants have mechanized up 
to the hilt. We operate by autome- 
tion — and just cannot reduce costs 
any further.”

Farmers earn less as 
they grow more—Gvati

Agriculture Minister Haim Gvatl 
admitted in the Knesset yesterday 
that, while the incomes of everyone 
else in the economy had risen, the 
incomes of the farmers had conti- 
nued steadily to fall for the past 
few years. 

Reviewing the work of his Min- 
istry in the annual budget survey, 
Mr. Gvati said that last year, ave- 
Tage agricultural income was down 
to an all-time low of 69 per cént 
of average non-agricultural income, 
after falling from a high of 83 per. 
cent four years ago, through 79 
per cent three years ago, and 78 
,per cent two years ago. δ

TEL AVIV. — An important new 
process in the desalination of sea 
water is reported to have been deve- 
loped by engineers of the Mif'alei 
Hatpala company. The process may 
reduce the cost of sea water desali- 
nation to as much ag 20 per cent 
Delow the cheapest comparable pro- 
cess now known, an American one. 
The US. production costs are set 
at 80-70 agora per cubic metre 
(before distribution), while the new 
Israel process should cost no more 
than 50-60 agora per cu.m. 

A pilot plant is already in opera- 
tion at the company’s Tel Baruch 
site. No technical details of the 
process have heen released. It is 
known, however, that the procesa 
has already evoked intense interest 
in the US. 

Representatives of one leading 
American company, who were Invited 
to [srael recently to evaluate the 
process, flew back enthusiastic and 
have reportedly offered the company 
generous financial sasistance. 

A total news biack-out has been 


imposed on the project — not even 
the Prime Minister has been briefed 
as yet, The process wil in all prob- 
ability become a central subject for 
discussions between the Governments 
of Tyrael and the U.S. on financing 
Israel's future sea water desalting 
projects. The Nixon Administration’s 
experts have so far held that desall- 
nation processes are still far from 
technically perfect and hence not 
economically justified. 


T the new process Ives up to the 
expectations placed in it by its in- 
vestors, Israel will once again be 
eatapulted into the forefront of this 
specific field after having first et- 
tracted world-wide attention by 118 
development of the Zarchin (freez- 
ing) desalting method and the pio- 
neering avork undertaken in electro- 
dialysis, reverse osmosis and various 
evaporation methods by the Arid 
Zone Research tustitute. 


A number of desalting plants 
manufactured in this country have 
been sold abroad (Spain, Greece 
and Iran). The Israel Defence 
Forces have also bought two plants.
